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DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to paper filed on Oct. 21, 2005, the applicants have canceled claim 36 and 
furthermore, have amended claims 14 and 35. 

2. Claims 1-35 are pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on Oct. 21, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive regarding enablement and indefiniteness rejections of instant claim 35 
as well as regarding objection for containing non-elected subject matter. In regard to 
enablement rejection, the examiner does not agree with the applicants arguments that 
specification is enabling for inhibiting pain. As stated clearly in the last office action, 
there is no teaching regarding any specific mechanism of action of instant compounds. 
There are numerous mechanisms involved in the etiology of pain and therefore, 
correcting one of these several mechanism will not inhibit ( completely cure ) pain. The 
examiner also does not agree with the applicants arguments that the term -inhibiting - 
is definite. As stated in the last office action, the degree of inhibition is not defined and 
furthermore, it is not clear how this inhibition is being assessed following in vivo 
administration of instant compounds? In regard to objection for containing non-elected 
subject matter, the restriction was made final in the last office action. Therefore, the 
applicants need to either amend the claims to delete non-elected subject matter or 
appeal the restriction requirement. The applicants have amended claims to overcome 
prior art rejections. 
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Conclusion 

4. Rejection of claim 35 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph and second paragraph is 
maintained for the reasons of record. 

5. Objection of claims 1-35 for containing non-elected subject matter is maintained for 
the reasons of record.
